ARRIVES AT THE CAPITAL. 


Intermingled with Ihc crowd at the 


depot was a. small army of secret service 
men, detectives and policemen. Special 
precautions had been taken to insure the 
safety of the prince and his cortege and 
to keep tin* people from pressing closely 
upon the party at any singe of its jour- 
ney through the public places in the city.

When the line of 
carriages bearing the prince and cortege 
started from the depot a platoon of six- 
t»en mounted policemen wheeled into line 
and took position at the head of the col- 
umn, Acting Lieut. Muthews. in com- 
mand. They ubnMitiited the front pla- 
toon and a similar squad of mounted po- 
lice, under Sergeant Harry, protected the 
rear. Jletwccn ihc police and carriages 
marched the military escort comprising 
troops of I-' and G of the Second United 
Stales cavalry preceded by a military 
band, all under the command of Lieut, 


Col. 
-Mimmick.. They were immediately 


in front and buck of the line of open car- 
riages flanking the prince's carringe. On 
each side were two mounted policemen, 
with equipment of gauntlets and dress 
saddles clothes. They were within range 
of the carriage «n as to avoid embarrass- 
ment to the royal gui-st.

ARRIVAL AT NEW YORK. 


Prince Henry of Prussia reached Amer- 


ican shores ycuterday^on the Kron Vrinz 
Wilhelm and was given a cordial and 
dignified welcome. It was just 12:55 
o'clock in the afternoon when his foot 
was placed upon the'soil of this conti- 
nent. 
His first words were signiticnt of 


good feeling and the.'-hand of friendship, 
when he said that his mission to this 
country -was to'furtlier cement the bonds 
of cordial relationship between Germany 
and the United States. 


The prince liad a'most tempestuous 


vovitgc, and tlie steamer "was more than 
a day late in reaching this port. 
Good 


weather, however, greeted the prince, on 
!ii.s arrival, and he-found the sun shining 
brightly here today anil thousands upon 
thousands of people to greet him and bid . 
him' welcome. The 
nflicinl greeting of 


the United States navy to the royal vis- 
itor was a hearty one.

Action Taken by M»jor Oormmsi at R«-

KE.N'OSHA, Feb. 21.—The .Evening 


News, in an article last evening, snys: 
That while Mayor Gorman has no desire 
to place any stricture on the. intercourse, 
between Kacine a ml-his home. city, lie 
holds that the'-pnblic

sba, from Racine pass a rigid examina- 
tion before 'he is allowed the freedom of 
the city.' 


This action of the mayor .followed

ported. Dr. Wiugate stated tlmt

was in Kacine on ?aturdny last 
and 


was now practically 
in chai-jte of 
the 


city. Hi: stated that the health officials 
of Racine were acting in unison with 
him and that every possible precaution 
was now being taken, although 
some 


time had been lost in getting to work to 
stop the spread of the disease. In re- 
gard to Kenosha Dr. Wingate approved 
the plan of Mayor tlornian to place an 
inspecting uflicer :it the electric railway 
station, and for the benefit of UIH people 
of Kenosha, Dr. Wingate ordered that a 
man be sent to Kaei.ne to assist, in the 
inspecting work and all passengers leav- 
ing Kacine. both on the steam and elec- 
tric cars, will be forced to submit to an 
examination. 


Secretary Wingate lias agreed to keep 


the mayor and the people of Kenosha 
fully posted on developments in Racine,

Com- 
mittees can give all such bills but a. cur- 
sory examination,-ami bills that upon 
the face of it are desirable are passed hy 
committee and later on by the legisla- 
ture fatally defective, and if not uncon- 
stitutional, it will be fortunate 
or un- 


forunate ns people view the character of 
the measure.. Then during the tedious 
proceedings 
of the .legislature, debate 


and proceeding may result in members 
evolving the,form of some desired legis- 
lation in consequence, but owing to the 
rule, no new bill cnn.be introduced. 


It is time this objectionable rule was 


repealed. 
Let proposed 
measures be 


more fully considered and give the 
law- 


makers every chance to earn honestly 
their money in new laws. If a legisla- 
ture defeated every proposed 
now law 


for the next ten years, there arc people 
who would say 
they hnd nobly en rued 


thir money, but as this would ho indeed 
on the miracle order, the 
next aest 


thing is to repeal the. rule forbidding 
legislation 
after 
a certain 
il,-ite,_ nnd 


leave the gates wide open, as they ought 
to be.

groaiiH on the top. floor, whcve were lo- 
cated the servant's room and the chil- 
drcns' playroom. 
Hastening upit»ir«, 


Mrs. Siomnn was horrified to see the ser- 
vant stretched out on the floor with the 
little girl lying by her side. A side 
bracket'had'''been wfnriclied 
from 
the 


\vall and the room and hallway were 
filled with gas. Mrs. Simons rushed to 
the telephone ind nptilied the police. 
Two small bullet wounds were found in 
the child! Both were superficial and »he 
soon recovered from the effects of the 
gns. Three bulllcts hsd penetrated the

BtuffB has played havoc -with the mak- 
ers ot milk who ore bound by a con- 
tract price, says Tfre Breeder's Gazetto. 
It if reported from OD« of tho dairy 
districts near Chicago that a loss of 
nearly 85 cents "a can Is now suffered 
by the farmers who contracted their 
milk for the winter at $1.15 per can, as 
fixed by the Milk Shippers' union. The 
avocation of meat and milk making 
does not ordinarily afford enough profit 
one year with another to enable its 
followers to raconp the loss of one sen- 
son with the profits of a previous or 
subsequent season. The price of living 
Lad been forced down to so low a ba- 
uls in cities that the- farmer worked on 
a very small margin of Profit, and 
hence * marked advance In the cost of 
his feedstuffs unaccompanied by a cor- 
responding rise in tho price of his mar- 
keted products cuts close to the bone. 
Relief is possible only through an ad- 
vance in price to the consumer, and It 
should be promptly made. City people 
ore for the most part sufficiently pros- 
perous to share with the farmer the 
U>ss rosultant from an abnormally un- 
favorable crop season. In a year of 
great prosperity the merchant and the 
manufacturer can generally lav by a 
eurplns against a season of dull trade, 
but tho American farmer has for years 
been working on so close a margin that 
he has not been able to do this except 
In cases which may properly be termed 
exceptional considering the vast num- 
ber In which the opposite-is true. No 
reason exists why city people, with in- 
creased incomes consequent upon the 
prosperity that is so general In busi- 
ness circles, should fatten on the farm- 
er's loss. They have bad cheap milk 
and cheap meat, and it will not hurt 
them at the present time to enlarge 
their appropriations ior these necessi- 
ties of Ufo.

Pherson, Lancaster, Canada, keeps 
seventy cows on 125 acres of land, and 
these cows average 7,000 pounds of 
milk a year, and this greaf yield Is 
mnde on sllago. 'Experiments have 
proved to Mr. McPherson that corn 
fodder is not as valuable as corn si- 
lape. The difference in his herd amounts 
to 300 pounds of milk a day.

Two fluids which I have found most

As an 
insecticide tt is dependent on the quan- 
tity of nicotine it contains and to some 
extent on the oily matter extracted by 
the hot water used In making the de- 
co'ctiou. Tbe very best one can get is 
not likely to destroy all the aphides at 
the first spraying. Protected as they 
are when on cucumbers and melons 
under the leaves, these must be turned 
up BO that the fluid will reach the un- 
der surfaces, and It Is very difficult to 
reach every single aphis of tbe thou-

WHEN TO CUT ALFALFA. 


Hoiv Yon Cau Ruin a. Good Stand. 


Save the Leavent Tfcey Count. 


Alfalfa should bo cut when not more 


than onc-tenth.of tbe plants bave come 
in bloom. Cut at this early stage, the 
yield of hay for the season will be 
much greater than if the alfalfa Is cut 
near maturity, and every pound of hay 
secured will be wo*th more for feed. 


The late cutting of the first crop 


-scpras to Injure'the'plant more than at 
any other tfme, and'thtf Kansas station 
has found it profitable to cut. alfalfa 
the nrst time aaisoon as one-tenth was 
In bloom, even though the weather was 
had and the crop spoiled In curing. 
The increased yield, from succeeding 
cuttings over that cut late mucb more 
than makes up for the loss of the first 
crop.

Sllace m o. Milk Food. 


Th* silo la gaining friends every year, 


and It will not bo many years until ev- 
ery progressive duhyman will put his 
corn crop in a silo und thus get the. 
best possible results fron it, says Dairy 
und Creaioary. Corn IB the cheapest 
feed that can be grown in this country 
aud in the shape of sllaeo is the best 
food for dairy cows. Mr. D. M. Mc- 
Pherson, Lancaster, Canada, Keeps 
seventy cows on 125 acres of land, and 
these cows average 7,000 pounds of 
milk a year, and this greaf yield is 
made on silage. "Experiments have 
proved to Mr. McPherson that corn 
fodder is not as vilu&ble as corn sl- 
ing*. The difference in his herd amounts 
to 500 pounds of millc n day. In speak- 
ing of bis system of keeping cows Mr. 
McPhorsoo says: 


"Actual experiments have proved 


that for every thousand pounds weight 
of a live animal twenty-six ponnds of 
food dally are required in a properly 
balanced ration. That will give enough 
as a beat producer nnd flesh former 
for either beef or milk. How can that 
food be supplied at least cost? It Is 
quite possible for every farmer to have 
each cow give 5,000 pounds of milk a 
seasou ut a cost .of only 50 to 60 cents 
per hundred pounds. I have reduced 
the cost of producing milk to 40 cents 
per hundred. Farmers arc losing daily 
•what if properly applied, means wealth 
to them, »nd Increase in wealth. If 
propariy used, is Increased happiness. 
Iho balanced ration that le costing 
you 24 cents a day per cow can be had 
for 9 cents by studying out the require- 
ments «t your co-ws ncd by loading 
them both ways.

Cotrpox.

Foot n«t. 


All cases of sore foot are not due to 


foot rot. but when tho foot begins to 
d«cny and gives off an offensive odor It 
is time for prompt action. Apply a 
warm linseed poultice twice daily for 
two or three days. Ee sure and wash 
clean with soap and warm water be- 
fore applying the poultice. After tnis 
dress once daily with calomel. 


Calf 'With Tapeworm. 


When, a calf Is Infested with tape- 


worm, stop feeding for twelve hours, 
then give half an ounce 


the time "the trailing stems are from a 
foot and a. half to five feet long the 
Injury is continuous, arid plauts of 
large size often succumb to the fnjury. 


The melon aphis is a puncturing iii- 


sect like the squash bug, but uullko 
the latter Its puncture is not followed 
by wilting of the leaves. 
The injury 


seams to be simply the result of the re- 
moval of sap by hundreds of small 
lice, thus causing" a general enfeeble- 
mcnt. 


Bordeaux mixture and london pur- 


plo cannot be expected to 
protect 


plants from its attacks. 


Two fluids which I have found most 


effective for aphides are tobacco decoc- 
tion and coal oil emulsion. As com- 
monly prepared from tobacco" stems 
the decoction is likely to vary widely 
in "strength" and effectiveness. As an 
insecticide ft is dependent oa the quan- 
tity of nicotine it contains and to some 
extent on the oily matter extracted by 
the hot water used in making the dc- 
coctlou. The very best one can get is 
not likely to destroy all the aphides at 
the first spraying. Protected as they 
are vrhcn on cucumbers and melons 
under the leaves, these must be turned 
up so that the fluid will reach the un- 
der surfaces, and It is very difficult to 
reach every single aphis of tho thou- 
sands present 


CHINCH BUG TRAVELS. 


taclndR S»rlnsr and Awrtnta Fllfffcte 


aad a Hldanuttcr Crawl. 


The flrst brood, of the chinch bug is 


normally, developed In wheat land, for 
the simple reason that when the chinch 
bug takes ita inrlng flight wheat is the 
growing crop which is' mort^ likely to 
attract it. The wheat crop' matures 
and is harvested, ns-a rule, Before the 
first brood 'oit bugs, .has reached ma- 
turity or at about the time they are en- 
tering'the adult stage. Thc\ripenlng 
and harvesting of the.grajn deprive 
them of food and Induce a migration, 
and the youug, :half grown and adult 
Insects start off together, apparently 
with a common impulse, abandoning 
ttie wheatfields and attacking/any, near- 
by cornUeld or grassfleld. Their trav- 
els, while commonly much less, may 
.extend to a distance of a quarter of a 
mile or more,, and, as a rule, under 
these circumstances' the bugs are nu- 
merous enough to completely carpet the 
ground. Entering a field of corn, they 
congregate on the outer rows first, fair- 
ly blackening tlie stalks with . their 
bodies and absolutely killing, the corn 
ns tboy move'inward. As a rule, the 
serious damage Is on the edge of the 
cornfields, sometimes, however, estend- 
| Ing Inward several rods. ' 


If this, midsummer- migration is not 


induced by tbe harvesting of grain or 
where the chinch bugs develop In oth- 
er situations, their reaching maturity 
Is immediately followed by midsummer 
flight to corn or millet or other crop. 


Curiously enough, in the migration 


above noted the winged Individuals as 
well as the wingless all crawl together 
on the ground, and flight seems never 
to be attempted on the part of the 
adult. 
The second brood, maturing 


about the last.of August and first of 
September, may have a partial flight to 
late com or other crops If tbe corn- 
fields In which they develop have al- 
ready matured and are drying up, but 
between tbe middle of September and 
the first of October they take what 
may be termed the autumnal flight'to 
grass lands or other situations for con- 
cealment and hibernation,

WHEN TO CUT ALFALFA. 


How Yon Caa Ruin a Good Stand. 


Save tae Leav«m Tli«y Count. 


Alfalfa should be cut when not more 


than one-tenth.of the plants .uave come 
In bloom. Cut at this early stage, the 
yield of hay for tho season' will be 
much greater than if the alfalfa Is cut 
near maturity, and every pound of bay 
secured will be v'onth more for feed. 


Tbe late cr.ttlng 'of the first crop 


-seems to Injure'tbe'plant more than at 
any other tfme. ind'ths Kansas station 
has found It profitable to cut. alfalfa 
tho -first time as!soon as one-tenth was 
In bloom, even though the weather was 
bad and the crop spoiled lu curing. 
The increased, yield, from succeeding 
cuttings over that cut late much more 
than makes up for the loss of the first 
•crop.

oil If possible), one gallon of water and 
two gallons of coal oil. One. part of 
this emulsion to nine of water makes 
a suitable spray for most plants.—H. 
Garman, Kentucky. 


The Grap« In tfee Arid Herlona. 
Low heading or short stump pruning 


has proved by the experience of the 
oldest grape growers in Utah to bo the 
most feasible for that location, and It 
might possibly do in tbe warmer val- 
leys of western Colorado like that at 
Grand Junction nnd Frulta. In the ab- 
sence of dew and moisture except by 
irrigation tbe roots hold moisture bet- 
ter when protected by the leaves.

Tali growing plants, like corn or pole 
beans, should never be planted on the 
south or east of tbe tomato patch. In 
field culture mark off the land 4 by 4 
or 5 by 5 foot with a common field 
marker and with n small plow open a 
furrow four or five inches deep. If the 
land Is very mellow, as It should be. 
It is well to open the hills with a,hoe. 
This leaves the land smooth and in 
better condition for the weeder, which 
should be used aa eoon as the plants 
are set. Under our Irrigation methods 
it pays well to take considerable pains 
to make the rows straight and of equal 
distances apart • In a large field It is 
also well to skip,- say, one row in ten, 
which will allow driving through the 
field with a horse In gathering the 
crop.—Deuver Field and Farm. ..

Spooner. and his colleagues on the sub- 
committee that, the seimtc must ratify 
£hese treaties exactly as it did tlie Ha.y- 
PiiuncefoU treaty,,. by it two-thirds 
yote. ',After this .lias -been done 
the 


houso will be given an, opportunity 
to 


pafs upon the treaties. The treaties 
which .arc ratified -by- the senate may 
themselves J>e sent .to the house for ac- 
tion, Wt it is more than likely that the. 
action tdken by the house will be in the 
form of a resolution which will be 
adopted by a majority vote.

After this resolution has been agreed 


upon by tbe house it will'be tfent to the 
senate, which will accept it or reject it 
by a majority vote. The treaties them- 
selves will be amended so as to provide 
that 
they mnst • be ratified 
by both 


branches of congress. 


There has been considerable feeling on 


the part of the house because it waa 
feared tlie president and the 
nenat« 


would take from the lower branch of 
congress its "right to originate TH«asures 
providing for revenue by Ihe negotia- 
tion of treaties, which become the su- 
preme law of the land. 


The tariff 
law provides for raining 


revenues as well as for protecting the 
industries of the country. The house is 
jejikrus of-the prerogative given it by 
the constitution, of originating revenue 
bills. It ii also greatly disturbed bc- 
cauw>, h. iras feared that through the in- 
strumentality of 'oommeTcinl treaties 
there might k« a general lowering of 
the tariff rate*.

Calistoga, Cal., Feb. IS, 1902. 


Mrs. Sands M. Hart: 


My Dear, Dear Friend:—How can I 


talk to you about your terrible trouble, 
the news of which ha? doubtless reached 
you ero this, as the dispatch was sent 
before I arrived. I drove furiously, but 
was too late, as was also the doctor 
from CnJistoga, \viio was sent out 
at 


onco. 


As near as I can get at the truth, 


Lucius was standing talking to two 
young men and scraping his feet on the 
grass to remove the mud, and must have 
struck the hammer with his 
foot, for 


'suddenly the gun went off, the 
whole 


charge ottering Iho right ride and rang- 
ing upward through the lungs. None 
of the sbo; -came out, but crushed the 
ribs and filled the lungs. They laid him 
down and while one supported his head, 
-tho other rushed for help. As it was up 
on the hill, much time was consumed. 


His first words \vern ''0, my mother." 


Ho know he could not live and proved 
over and over that he might go quickly. 
Almost his last words were "Into thy 
hands, 0 Lord, I commend my spirit." 
Then, as consciousness left him. they 
could hear him say broken \vorrls, but 
nil thoy oould distinguish was '-'Jesus." 


Just now I cannot toll you of the 


great grief 
of this neighborhood, a« 


yours is so much greater, but it should 
comfort you to know of the esteem and 
affection with which these rou^h men 
regarded him. His influence over them 
lias been so fine that it can never be 
forgotten. They crowded around him 
and sobbod in abandonment of brief, for 
tho time, he was lingerinjr. It was but 
one hour and forty minutes 
from

accident until he breathed his last and 
half of the time he was unconscious, so 
wo arc fjlafl his sufferings wcrr not !oup.

Prince Henry at White House. 


Greetings Take Place In Blue Parlor In Private- 


Return Visit to the German Embassy 


is Then Made. 


BALTIMORE, Feb. 
24.—Tlie train 


'•which is bearing Prince Iferwy to the 
.national capital, made an exceedingly 
slow run from Jersey City to Baltimore, 
•but there was no desire to make titn'K, 
with it, The train left Jersey City at 
1 o'clock, and it was arranged to so time 
its, run that it would not reach Wash- 
ington until after 10-o'clock. Tlie prince 
retired shortly after the special began 
is journey a-eross the state, of Xow Jer- 
sey. He breakfasted in his private car 
Columbia, at 8 o'clock. He said that lie 
found himself very comfortable in- his 
oar and train and thanked the president's 
delegates for the arrangements made, 
lie expressed a. desire to ride in an en- 
giue at -some time during1 the journey 
through1 the country, and it wns arranged 
that he should do so somewhere in the 
mountains of Pennsylvania at the out- 
set of his southern tour later this week. 
There were no demonstrations 
during 


the night run of tlie train. The start 
was mode so late that there wove no 
crowds anywhere. In Maryland during 
the early hours small crowds gathered 
at the stations, but no stops were made. 


The train bearing Prince Henry and 


his suite ariived here at 9 o'clock and 
left twenty minutes later. During his 
stay the prince was welcomed by Mayor 
Hayes and "aii escort. The mayor made 
an address and presented a so.t of resolu- 
tions to which the prince responded very 
•briefly. A chorus of 200 male 
voices 


rendered several German songs. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—Prince Hen- 


ry of Prussia and suite, accompanied by 
the welcoming delegations from both tho 
president and the German embassy, ar- 
rived here at 10:20 o'clock this morning, 
promptly on schedule time. Tho. trip 
from Baltimore to Washington iva-s wit- 
out incident. In the outlying districts 
cniwds gathered to watch the train do- 
part and several points from there on- 
\varcl there were little groups at tho sta- 
tions passed. No stops wore marie until 
this city was reached. Tho train, which 
consisted of the tho, ears Calumbin, Ohio, 
and Indiana. w<is closely guard'-d by the 
special police with a care that will be 
exercised throughout its jounu-y, dur- 
ing the prince'u stay on American soil. 
The prince occupied the time during the 
run from .Baltimore to Washington in 
democratic fashion, talking freely with 
those about him us they discussed the 
country and details of his visit. Ho told 
the president's delegates that he wished 
to SPO as clearly as poss-ibln th:; places 
through which ho was to travel nnd that 
as there would bo some interest on the 
part of the public- in seeing him as well,

ARRIVES AT THE CAPITA!,. 


Intermingled with the crowd at the 


depot was a. small army of secret service 
men, 
detectives and policemen. Special 


precautions had been taken to insure the 
safety of the prince ami his cortege and 
to keep the people from pressing closely 
upon the party at, any stage of its jour- 
ney through the public places in the city. 
Maj. Slyvester, the chief of police, had 
250 of his uniformed men on duty and- 
125 of these were detailed at the depot. 
Assisting the. local detectives were a 
corps of detectives assembled from 
a 


number of other cities watching for fa- 
miliar faces of criminals and suspects 
from other points.' The south aide men 
wore also watching for the men at the 
hotels and elsewhere. Several mounted 
policemen guarde'd the rear of tlie train 
shed. 


The safeguarding of the princ<». was ef- 


fected not only by his immediate escort 
but by special details of policemen un- 
der several lieutenants among whom was 
divided the responsibility for order of 
rente from 
the depot tor the White 


House each -having a separate but inter- 
locking jurisdiction. There were thirty 
policemen spread over the 
first'three 


blocks, half a hundred from there to 
within a block of the White, House and 
two score more of theiii assembled in 
Pennsylvania 
avenue immediately in 


front 
of the executive 
grounds. All 


these were reinforced by a large number 
in citizens' clothes. 
_, 


At the White House a large detail of 


police, assisted the regular men in keep- 
ing the grounds free, from intrusion of 
unauthorixed persons. "When tlie line of 
carriages bearing the prince and cortege 
started from the depot a platoon of six- 
teen mounted policemen wheeled into line 
and took position at the bead of th'e col- 
umn, 
Acting Lieut. Mnthews. in com- 


mand. They constituted the front pla- 
toon and a similar squad of mounted po- 
lice, under Sergeant Harry, protected the 
rear. Between the police and carriages 
marched the military escort comprising 
troops of F and G of the Second United 
States cavalry preceded by a military 
band, all under tbc command of Lieut. 
Col. 
Mimmick., They were immediately 


in front and back of the line of open car 
riagcs flanking the prince's carriage. On 
each side were two mounted policemen, 
with equipment of gauntlets and dress 
saddles clothes. They were within range 
of the carriage so as to avoid embarrass- 
ment^ to the royal guest. A score-of po- 
licemen, on foot, also marched alongside 
the carriages on each side, at intervals of 
six paces, in single file.

AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Rarely in its^history has..;the. White 


House been the scene ,ftf-jit) brilljaiifc a 
spectacle as today, 
wnen *' President 


"Roosevelt 
welcomed to ;>the 
United 


States Prince Henry of Prussia. Ever 
since the announcement was made that 
the prince would visit this country, the 
president a-nd other officials 
of the ad- 


ministration have taken a lively per- 
sonal interest in tlie arrangements for 
hia reception. 


It hns been the president's wish, that, 


avoiding all ostentation the prince 'be 
given a cordial welcome. Nothing could 
have been more cordial and ingenuous 
that the president's greeting to the C4i 
man prince, and it was returned in 
antt iirftill measure. 


Special preparations were made "a'tfelie 


White^ House for this event. All of ttf 
state apartments on the first floor had 
received much attention 
from the gov- 


ernment florists, but the decorations of 
the three communicating parlors, 
the 


Blue Kcoin, where the president and the 
prince met and exchanged their, greet- 
ings, th Red Parlor, occupied by Mrs. 
and Miss Roosevelt, and the 
Green 


Room, where there were assembled 
the 


members and the ladies, the 
wife of 


Secretary Cortelyou and a few invited 
guests, were exquisitely beautiful. T|^> 
great East Room, where were conducted 
the prince's suite,, the German ambassa- 
dor and staff, the American officers and 
other prominent guests, was handsomely 
decorated. In these apartments as else- 
where, unseemly display had been care- 
fully avoided, but the rich furniture and 
draperies and the artistically arranged 
vases filled with freshly cut flowers, ad- 
ded to the beauty of the arrangements, 
It was 10:4.1 o'clock when the escorting 
cavalry column swung through the. east 
gate, and at a brisk pace passed up the 
broadway to the White House. Here at 
'the word of command the column broke 
into single rank, facing the 
main en- 


trance.

prince's carriage passed 
tlie .gate and 


with that snap and precision which has 
mado 
the Second regiment' famous, 


every sabre 
Hashed from • its scabbard 


and came to the position of present. A 
detachment of marines, hca'ded -by its 
famous band, had taken place at 
the 


right and left of the main entrance, fac- 
ing -north. The first carriage, contain- 
ing the prince. Secretary' Hay and Ad- 
miral Evans, drove, up and as it. p.asscd 
under the porte cochere. the 
Marine 


band struck up the German national 
air, which wng^oonlinued until all 
the 


company had left their carriages. 


At the carriage door the prince was 


met by Assistant Secretary Pierce and 
the German ambassador, who 
saluted 


and presented to him Major McCawley 
of the marine corps and Captain Gilmore 
of the artillery, in dress uniforms, who 
saluted and then fed the way into the 
mansion between two lines of marines 
with arms at salute. Walking on the, 
left of the prince was Secretary Hay and 
following him. came Admiral Evans, the 
German,ambassador, Gen. Corbin and the 
members of the prince's suite. The par- 
ty was conducted through the main lob- 
by in the Red Parlor thence to the East 
Room and from there the prince alono 
was conducted through the Green Room 
to the Blue Parlor where tlie president 
was in waiting to receive him. In con- 
formity with diplomatic etiquette the 
president- received the royal visitor in 
private and without introduction. This 
was made necessary by the fnct that 
there is now in the United States no rep- 
resentative of the German 
nation 
of- 


sufficiently high rank to present to the 
president a prince of the blood loyal, a 
brother and persona! representative of 
the German emperor. 


After the greetings had been extended 


the president led the prince into the Red 
Parlor and introduced 
him 
to Mrs. 


Roosevelt and his .'daughter Miss Alice. 
After a few words with them the royal 
visitor was conducted into the Green 
Room and introduced to thcjnernbers of 
the cabinet and their ladies. After the 
ceremony the following statement was 
made by Assistant, Secretary Pierce: - 


"The conversation between the presi- 


dent and the prince was of a purely for- 
mal nature and had no political signifi- 
cance farther than that contained in the 
usual general expressions of internation- 
al amity and-good will." 


The. party then proceeded to the East 


j Room, where the members of the prince's 
suite were introduced to the president. 
The entire ceremony occupied just thirty 
minutes, the part}- arriving at 10:45 and 
departing at 11: IS o'clock. On the par- 
ty reappearing the marine band played 
"Hands Across the Sen," and with a few 
sharp military commands the drive to 
the German -embassy was begun. 


At 11:40 a. m. President Roosevelt re- 


turned Prince Henry's visit. He drove 
to the German embassy in an open lan- 
dau with Col, Bingham. The president 
was met at the carriage by Ambassador 
Von Holleben and ushered into the build- 
ing. The prince met him in the drawing 
room where there was an exchange "of 
amenities, 
- 


Prince Henry -has as his private study 


the Japanese room.-with its rich Oriental 
furnishings nnd curios. The ambassa- 
dor's office also was at his disposal \vben 
occasion required. 


The nrain body of the prince's staff, af- 


ter the call at the White house, proceed- 
ed to'the new Willard Hotel, where 
quarters covering the entire firat floor 


were at their disposal. 
Tremendous 


cheering crowds at 11:40 announcing the 
coming of President^Roosevelt afc the em- 
bassy to returned-call of Prince Heiuy. 
The president drovfcin an open landau 
with Col. Binghaiaj^hia naval aide. Com- 
mander Cojvles following in a carriage. 
The cheering* was continuous as the pres- 
ident drove along bo\ying to the people. 


As the president arrived the German 


ambftssador^Yas at the threshold to 
greet him.

ARRIVAL AT NEVF YORK. 


Prince Henry of Prussia reached Amer- 


ican shores yesterday_on the Kron Print! 
Wilhelm and was given a. cordial and 
dignified welcome. It was just 12:55 
o'clock in the afternoon" when ' his foot 
was placed upon the soil of this conti- 
nent. His first words were significnt of 
good feeling and the''-hand of friendship, 
when he said that his mission to this 
country was to "further cement the bonds 
of cordial relationship between Germany 
and the United States. 


The prince" had' a'most tempestuous 


voyage, and the steamer "was more than 
a day late in reaching this port. Good 
weather, however, greeted the prince on 
his arrival, and he found the sun shining 
brightly here today and thousands upon 
thousands of people to greet him and bid 
him welcome. The • official greeting of j. 
the. United States navy to the royal vis- 
itor was a hearty-one. 


yVith due formality the representatives 


of the national and New York city gov- 
ernments boarded the Kron Prinr. "\Vil- 
hclm and paid their respects to Prince 
Henry and his suite. The exchange of 
courtesies were niost-digm6ed and pleas- 
ing. There was nothing spontaneous in 
the greeting, however, and intense on-' 
thusiastn -was lifcfuBg. PrinccT^'Henry 
has yet "to become acquainted with- the^ 
democratic methods 
and social inter- 


course of this country, but when he does 
it is believed he will throw off.some of 
his restraint and enjoy a degree of pop-: 
ularity such as the German-Americans 
desire shall be his lot while a guest of 
this nation. 


Oncn at the pier tlie prince made a 


quick landing, and was on American soil. 
He immediately went on board the Ho- 
henzdllcrn. In the meantime thousands 
of people, saw and cheered him. A Ger- 
man band of sixty pieces, on the yacht, 
played national airs. '-Photographers and 
kodak fiends were out in force and many 
snap shots were.taken of/the prince land- 
ing. 


As soon as the prince reached the cab- 


in of .the Hohe.nzollcrn the Ofiicial calls 
began.. The first person to be received 
was Dr. Von Holleben, German ambassa- 
dor to the.United States at Washington. 
He was accompanied by his entire suite. 
Next came Dr. Hill, assistant secretary 
of state, General Corbin and Admiral 
Evans, President Roosevelt's representa- 
tives, army and navy officers, Mayor Low 
of Xcw York and numerous other digni- 
taries in gold lace and braid.

VALET JONES DESCRIBES 


MILLIONAIRE'S MURDER 


'lolls In Court How He Urought About 


Death of Hi» Employer. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—"I killed Eice; 


Patrick planned it. Patrick told' me to 
do it. Patrick was to benefit by it. I 
was his tool." 


These words of Valet Jones summed 


up his thrilling recital in court late yes- 
terday afternoon of how lie murdered 
old man Rice under Patrick's directions, 
and in accovdanco wit'h the 
rarefully 


svorkod out conspiracy to grab tho old 
miser's millions. 


Amid breathless silence lie told how 


lie had, at Patrick's directions, first fed 
I lie old man on poisonous drugs—mer- 
cury, chloral, oxalic acid—and how, fin- 
ally. Patrick induced him to strangle the 
Mpnl millionaire- with chloroform. 


Patrick sat motionless, pale and seem- 


ingly nerveless, through the whole re- 
cital. 
Valet Jones himself was visibly 


affected as he told how lie had killed his 
employer. 


He had told of the forgery of letters, 


checks and property transfers, and fin- 
ally, how the bogus will, duly witnessed, 
had been made all ready for the forged 
.•signature. 


Then, according to the valet, Patrick 


had said that Rice was living too long 
to suit their int'ernsta, nnd suggested his 
murder. 


Cities adjacent to Eacine are more 


alarmed over the alleged cases of small- 
pox than are tho people 
themselves. 


While it may be true that one or two 
cases of the dread disease have and do 
prevail, the. city is not honey-combed 
with it, as has been stated. 


During the past few days the Journal 


has iria.de a very careful examination 
and ascertained tliat there are, just two 
cases that physicians will testify 
are 


cases of mild smallpox. There are doz- 
ens of people who are broken out with 
a rash and many cases of chicken pox- 
prevail, but that is all. 


On a number of .house.i contagion 


cards are up, but it does not say small- 
pox or even varioloid and the attending 
physician only claims it is a contagious 
disease. 


Tlie so-called Cuban itch 
appears to 


be the solution of the disease. 
Doctors 


who have had experience with epidemics 
of this itch and have seen some of 
the 


cases in Racine, openly say that it is 
the itch. 


Dispatches from Kenosha this morn- 


ing say that Mayor Gorman has decided 
to take stringent i measures as regards 
smallpox. To prevent the spread of the 
disease he issued an edict that all ours 
coming into that city, over the lines of 
the Milwaukee, .Racine & Kenosha, elec- 
tric railway, shall be inspected. He will 
also issue an o^rder urging general vacci- 
nation. It may contain a clause mak- 
ing vaccination compulsory in the public 
schools. 


Yesterday a representative of the Chi- 


cago proas was here, his mission being, it 
is stated, to write up Racine, with illus- 
trations, as the city of smallpqx epi- 
demic and also pure garbage 
system. 


He was around looking in the back 
yards and alleys after garbage piles and 
where there was possibly 
a pailful of 


garbage he magnified 
it into a moun- 


tain. When tho eiti/ens heard of this 
contemplated-write-up they were indig- 
nant, at once, realizing what an injustice 
and damage would result-to the city. 


It is well known and has been con- 


ceded for many years, that Racine is the 
most 
healthy city of its 
six.e in 
the 


United States, if not the 
world. 
The 


records show that not in twenty-live or 
thirty years have there been over one or 
two cases of smallpox. 


The Racine records show that for the 


year ending with April 18, 1SU9, (he to- 
tal number of deaths reported 
to the 


health official was 427, out of an esti- 
mated population of 28,000, some claim- 
ing 30,000. Of this number there were 
but two cases of scarlet fever, and only 
four eases of membranous croup 
aud 


diphtheria. 
Scattered 
through 
nine 


months.of thr> year there were but sev- 
enteen cases of typhoid '/ever. Of course 
in this latitude the winter season is se- 
vere,, and it is necessary that care be 
taken to avoid'undue exposure, but the 
winter climate of Racine, while cold, is 
remarkably free from the more sudden 
changes of a more southern climate, aud 
removed 
from 
the 
influences of the 


great body of water composing La 
Michigan. The summer, climate is de- 
lightful, possessing every element that 
could 
be desired. Tho heated 
terms 


here are exceedingly brief and are gener- 
ally sure, even while they do last, to be 
materially alleviated by eooliug under- 
currents from the great lake. 


The spring in Racine .may be perhaps 


a trifle tempestuous for a period, owing 
to the breaking up of the ice fields and 
the. cooler lake, currents 
contending for 


the mastery with the land currents. 
But the rest of the spring and the 
glorious summer with the equally glori 
ous fall days make life in Racine a thing 
of pleasure and joy.. 


With these facts at hand (here is no 


reason for any great alarm. Jt is right 
and proper that precaution should be 
taken and that vaccination is the rig-Jit 
tiling, but when Kenosha, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and other cities talk of isolating 
Racine it might be well for those cities 
to send representatives here to make an 
investigation.

KENOSHA FEARS SMALL-POX. 


\ctlon Taken by Major Gorman at Re- 


•~ 
' 
qua»t of Citizens. 


KENOSHA, Feb., 21.—The .Evening 


News, in.an artide last evening, say's: 
That .while Mayor Gor.man has no desire 
to place any stricture on the intercourse 
between Eacine and-his home city, lie 
kolds that the'-public health 
demands 


that every .passenger coming to Keno- 
sha from Racine pass a. rigid examina- 
tion before he is allowed the freedom of 
the city.' 


This action of the mayor .followed a. 


long telephonic interview with Dr. TJ. B. 
Wingate, of Milwaukee, the secretary of 
the state board of health. ^Tlie 
mayor 


asked of the doctor that life give to the 
people of Kenosha an exact statement of 
the conditions in Eacine. In reply,-Mr. 
Wingate stated that eight cases of small 
pox had already been reported to him 
and that he was convinced that there 
were several cases that had not been re- 
ported. Dr. Wingate stated that he 
was in Racine 
on Saturday last 
a7s"d 


was now practically in charge of tiie 
city. He stoked that the health officials 
of Eacine were, acting in unison 
with 


him and that every possible precaution 
was now being taken, 
although some 


time had been lost in getting to work to 
stop the spread of the disease. In re- 
gard to Kenosha Dr. Wingate approved 
the plan of Mayor Gorman to place an 
inspecting oflicer at the electric railway 
station, and for the benefit of the people 
of Kenosha, Dr. Wingate ordered that a 
man be sent to Kacine to assist in the 
inspecting work and all passengers leav- 
ing Racine, both on the steam and elec- 
tric cars, will be forced to siibmit to an 
examination. 


Secretary Wingate has agreed to keep 


the mayor and the people of Kenosha 
fully posted on developments in Eacine, 
and as aoon as the conditions warrant, 
all 
traffic will be cut off between 
the 


two cities. Tlie inspecting , officer 
will 


begin hi.s work this evening, und from 
that time on all will be forced to pass 
the inspection and pass a elran bill. 


It has been twenty years since Keno- 


sha has had a case of genuine smallpox', 
but as the cases are appearing in so 
many places in the immediate 
vicinity 


the business men of the city have be- 
come alarmed and urged the mayor to 
act. 


ROBBER'S BOLD ATTEMPT 


CAUSE TWO DEATHS 


Unknown Man Kill* Cashier and Satin* 


That Capture ii Inevitable Turns Ke- 


volreron Himself. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 21.—A daring 


and foolLiirdy attempt was made to rob 
the London and Mexico bank, one of the 
strongest financial concerns in the City 
of Mexico, by an unknown robber, who, 
after killing the cashier and seeing that 
he would be captured, blew out his own 
brains.

At an hour when business was slack 


and when no one.,but employes were in 
the. bank the robber entered the build- 
ing and, unobserved, nliulc hi.s way 
to 


the vault near which was the cashier, 
whom" he. covered with a pistol, and 
de- 


manded Unit he give up the money in 
his custody. 
Upon the cashier's refusal 


the robber fired, the bullet striking 
the 


cashier in the head, 
killing him in- 


stantly. Other employes made a rush 
for the robber, who tired three shots 
at 


them without effect,, and .as the men 
continued to advance, and seeing that 
his capture was inevitable, 
i.hn 
robber 


turned the pistol on himself and sent a 
bullet through his brain, 
dying in- 


stantly. 


The dead robber had EG papers or any 


article on his body that would serve to 
identify him, aud other 
than that he 


was an American, nothing of him 
is 


known. He was well dressed in a tailor 
made suit, wore a full beard well trim- 
med, 'and was about 
4;"i years of age. 


His general appearance was that of a 
well-to-do business man.

WASHiNGTON/Feib. 21—The senate 


met at 11 o'clock today ami entered up- 
on the consideration of the Philippine 
tariff bill. Mr, Bate .(Teun.) spoke in 
opposition to the bill; 


Mr. Bate, (Dem., Tenn.) delivered •'an 


extended speech in whjch he .covered 
pretty f(,illy, the general Philippine ques- 
tion. Few things had occurred in the 
senate : chamber, he said, more fateful/ 
or involving more delicate-.issues-'and 
greater. results' than the ratification of 
the treaty 'of Paris. He asserted the 
payment of $20,000,000 for the Philip- 
pities was a commercial rather than a 
sentimental transaction, and 
was the 


iirst step toward a'colonial policy, antag-' 
onistic to the American form of govern- 
ment. 


While he regarded 'the acquisition of 


the Philippines a-s hurtful to the Ameri- 
can system, as destitute of benefit to the 
American people and as wrongful to the 
Filipnos, the present was not the time- to 
continue the discussion or to propose a, 
remedy foy the evil.' He declared it was 
only aftex the ratification of that treaty 
that the apprehension arose that the Ks- 
publkan party had "bit off more than it 
could chew." Then it WHS that the new 
idea hud blossomed out that only con- 
gress could extend the operation of the 
constitution beyond the states; and it 
was "held in addition, that congress would 
not extend the provisions of the consti- 
tution to the people oi the Philippines 
except with the string to it. which' de- 
nied equality of 
administration, 
taxa- 


tion and citizenship. How many mil- 
lions of dollars had been expended in the 
sentimental program of the exploitation 
wa* unknown to the American people 
but thus far there had been no money 
return from this war for trade specula- 
tion. 


The present, tariff bill, the Tennessee 


senator said, would become a law but it 
would not bridge the chasm that separat- 
ed a people struggling for independence 
and the Republican party "bent upon 
conquest, exploitation and commercial- 
ism." 


It was not given to finite wisdom, to 


distinguish the form which retribution 
for that trade at Paris would take; but 
when the tariff hill had been passed, the 
Republican party again might be heart 
to exclaim: "Erring sister, part in 
pence," for there would be no more mon- 
ey to be made out of the Filipinos and 
they might then take their place again 
among the nations of the world. 


Mr. Spooner characterized Mrs Well- 


ington's criticism of the administration 
as unjust. He read from a speech of 
Mr. Teller's some years ago in which the 
latter said the Hag would not be hauled 
down over territory when once raised. 


Mr. Teller said that it was-a question 


of th« desires of the people and at one 
time they wanted 
the 
United States 


there but they did nob now. 


Mr. ypooner recalled the records o£

vocated the withdrawal of troops. The 
allegations that 
Aguiimldo had been 


promised independence had b«en denied 
by those vrho were s«id to, have made 
t-hem. 


GENERAL BRAGG HAS 


REACHED 75tN YEAR

with that resembling and yet not pos- 
sessing all the real essentialities of edu- 
cation.

god in schooling, as in municipal mat-

One can never tell the root of every 
trouble, buttone can surmise sometimes 
where a good deal of trouble does origi- 
nate. If it is the highest welfare of the 
people that-is desired rather-.lima the 
highest welfare of some scheming 
poli- 


ticians, it is clear enough that reform 
lies at hand if people only really make 
their desires take form and substance. ' 


Perhaps one needed 
reformation is 


that connected with the express speed 
with which legislation is conducted 
in 


the legislature. Under the rules, new 
bills can not be. introduced after such a 
date, and the inevitable result is that 
bills by the hundreds are rushed in dur- 
ing the earlier days of the session. Com 
mittees can give all such bills but a cur- 
sory examination, -and bills that upon 
the face of it are desirable are passed by 
committee and later on by the legisla- 
ture fatally defective, and if ndt uncon- 
stitutional, it will be fortunate 
or un- 


forunate as people view the character of 
the measure.- Then during the tedious 
proceedings of the legislature, debate 
and proceeding may result in members 
evolving the,form of some desired legis- 
lation in consequence, but owing to the 
rule, no new bill can be introduced. 


It is time this objectionable rule was 


repealed. 
Let proposed 
measures be 


more fully considered and give the law 
makers every chance to earn 
honestly 


their money in new laws. If a legisla- 
ture defeated every proposed 
new law 


for the next ten years, there are people 
who would say they had nobly earned 
thir money, but as this would be indeed 
on the miracle Order, the next best 
thing is to repeal the rule forbidding 
legislation 
after a certain date,, and 


leave the gates wide open, as they ought 
to be.

to them., their work would tell against 
them in the conventions. Of course all 
this may have been enlarged upon and

Teller addressed the chair and demanded 
that the senator from South Carolina be 
in order.

"This senator/' said Mr. Teller, point- 


ing to Mr. McLauriij. Meantime Mr. 
Foraker, of Ohio, had rushed to the cen- 
tral aisle in his effort to, gain t.he atten- 
tion of the chair.

It is reported from one of tno dairy 
districts near Chicago that a loss of 
nearly 85 cents a can Is now suffered 
by the farmers who contracted their 
milk for the winter at $1.15 per can, as 
filed by the Milk Shippers' union. The 
avocation of meat and milk making 
doss not ordinarily afford enough profit 
one year With another to enable its 
followers to" recoup the loss of one sea- 
son with the profits of a previous or 
subsequent aoason. The price of living 
had been forced down to BO low a ba- 
sis in cities that th« farmer worked on 
a very small margin of profit, and 
hence $" marked advance in the cost of 
his feedstutfs unaccompanied by a cor- 
responding ris« in the price of his mar- 
keted products cuts close to the bone. 
Relief is possible only through an ad- 
vance in price to the consumer, and it 
Should be promptly made. City people 
ere for the most part sufficiently pros- 
perous to share with the' farmer the 
loss resultant from an abnormally un- 
favorable crop season. In a year of 
great prosperity the merchant and the 
manufacturer cau generally lay by a. 
surplus against a season of dull trade, 
but the American farmer has for years 
been working on so close a margin that 
lie has not been able to do this except 
In cases which may properly be termed 
exceptional considering the vast num- 
ber in which the opposite -is true. No 


THE TANK HEATER. 


Warm °WtU*r Far COWB !• Cheaper 
rf»a» HJjsh>r*»«d Feed*. 


The r»cent cold snap baa well dem- 


onstrated tbe value oi a tank boater. 
It would be a tremendous tack to cal- 
culate the amount of suffwiiig and 
consequent loss to stockman that nave 
been caused by water tanks being 
frozen over and by stock being obliged 
to drink Ice water after an exasperated 
attendant had broken the ice and fished 
out tha big pieces. Water Is one of 
the most necessary foods and one of 
which both man and beast take too 
little during cold weather. Warming 
the water allows the animal to drink 
all it needs and at a time it is needed 
without being chilled, says the Kansas 
Farmer. 


The temperature of cattle and horses 


ia-about 100 degrees F., and this tem- 
perature is maintained by the food they 
eat, and everything should be done ia 
the way of preventing the loss of heat 
by economically supplying an addition- 
al source of heat. 


In 1890, when corn was worth 15 


centfj per bushel, some farmers thought 
it more economical to burn corn in 
their stoves than to sell it and buy 
coal, and they were about right, pro- 
vided a ton of corn on the cob would 
yield as much heat as a ton of coal, 
but .with corn up to 70 cents it seems 
extravagaut to warm stock with it 
when coal Is only $3.50 to $5 a ton.

In speak- 
ing of his system of keeping cows Mr. 
MePherson says: 


"Actual experiments have proved 


that for every thousand pounds weight 
of a live animal twenty-six pounds of 
food daily are required in a properly 
balanced ration. That will give enough 
as a boat producer and flesh former 
for either beef or milk. How can that 
food be supplied at least cost? It is 
quite possible for every farmer to have 
each cow give 5,000 pounds of milk a 
season ut a cost of only 50 to 60 cents 
per hundred pouutla. I have reduced 


half ounce of acetate of potash at each 
dose. 


COTTPOX. 


If a cow has sore teats and the sorea 


look like cowpox, wash the teats clean 
with soap and warm water after each 
milking. When dry, apply iodine oint- 
ment of one-eighth strength. 


Foot Rot. 


All cases of sore foot are not doe to 


foot rot, but when the foot begins to 
decny ancl gives off an offensive odor it 
is time for prompt action. Apply a 
warm linseed poultice twice daily for 
two or three days. Be sure and wash 
clean with soap and warm water be- 
fore applying the poultice. After this 
dras's once dally with calomel. 


Calf With Tapeworm.

Tbe first brood of the chinch bag is 


normally developed to-wheat land, for 
the simple reason that When tbe chinch 
bug takea it» inring flight wlicat is the 
growing crop which W most t likely to 
attract it. The wheat crop matnres 
and is harvested, as a rule, before the 
first brood of bugs, has reached ma- 
turity or at about the time they are en- 
tering the tfdult stage. Theu'.'pening 
and harvesting of 'the grajn. cleprive 
-them of food aud induce a~ migration, 
and the youug, half, grown and adult 
Insects start off together, apparently 
witfc & common impulse, abandoning 
th'e wheatfields and attacklng.any near- 
by cornfield or grassfleld. Their trav- 
els, while commonly much jess, may 
.extend to a distance of a quarter of a 
mile or more,, and,. as a rule, under 
these circumstances the bugs are nu- 
merous enough to completely carpet the 
ground. Entering a field of corn, they 
congregate on the outer rows first, fair- 
ly blackening tie stalks with their 
bodies and absolutely killing, the corn 
as they move inward. As a rule,' the 
serious damage is on the edge of the 
cornfields, sometimes, however, extend- 
ing Inward aereral rods. ' 


If this midsummer naigraiion is, not 


induced by the harvesting of grain or 
where the chinch bugs develop in oth- 
er situations, their .reaching maturity 
Is immediately followed by midsummer 
flight to corn or millet or other crop. 


Curiously enough,-ia the migration 


above noted the winged individuals as 
well as the wingless all crawl together 
on the ground, and flight seems never 
to . be attempted on the part of the 
adult. 
The second brood, maturing 


about the last .of August and first of 
September, may have a partial flight to 
late com or other crops if the; corn- 
fields In which they develop have al- 


, ready matured nnd are drying up, but 


between the middle of September and 
the flrst of October they take what 
may be termed the autumnal "flight to

by wilting of the leaves.

seems to be simply the result of the re- 
moval of imp by hundreds of small 
lice, thus causing" a general enfeeble- 
inent. 


Bordeaux mixture and london ppr- 


ple cannot be expected to

plants from its attacks. 


Two fluids which 1 have found most 


effective for aphides are tobacco decoc- 
tion and coal oil emulsion. As com- 
monly prepared from tobacco" stems' 
the decoction is likely to vary widely 
in "strength" and effectiveness. As an 
insecticide ft is dependent on the quan- 
tity of nicotine it contains and to some 
extent on the oily matter extracted by 
the hot water used in making the de- 
co'ctioii. The very best one can get is 
not likely to destroy all the aphides at 
tbe first spraying. Protected as they 
are when on cucumbers and melons 
under the leaves, these must be turned 
up so that the fluid will reach the un- 
der surfaces, and it Is very difficult to 
reach every single aphis of the thou- 
sands present. 


Two applications of a decoction made^ g^ry for the 


by pouring two gallons of hot'water " 
over one pound of good tobacco stems 
ought tq prove effective against any 
exposed 'plant louse. Such .a, decoction 
"is generally made by putting the stems, 
in a wooden bucket and leaving the 
water on them overnight.

Extracts of tobacco are now in th» 


market that are more convenient than 
tbe stems. 


After having tried most of the prepa- 


rations recommended for aphides, I 
must'say that nothing gives better 
satisfaction than diluted coal oil emul- 
sion. It ia more effective than tobacco 
decoction. 
It can be made to injure 


the plants, but this is to be avoided by 
pcopcr dilution, after whicb not the 
slightest injury follows. 


An accepted formula in use #very- 


where is a half pound of soap (whale 
oil if possible), one gallon of water ancl 
two gallons of coal oil. One. part of 
this emulsion to nine of water makes 
a suitable spray for most plants.—H. 
Carman, Kentucky. 


Ing bugs some good may be done by 
turning under the first rows of corn 
or other crop "attacked.

WHEN TO CUT ALFALFA. 


Hove Yon Cnu Rain a Good Stand. 


Save the liearen; They Count. 


Alfalfa should be ctft when not more 


than one-tenth.of the plants have come 
in bloom. Out at this early stage, the 
yield of hay for the season will be 
much greater than if the alfalfa is cut 
near maturity, and every pound of hay 
secured will be wo»tli more for feed. 


The late cutting 'of the first crop 


tiee'ras to in jure'the'plant more than at 
any other tfme, and'the5 Kansas station 
has found it profitable to cut alfalfa 
the first time agisoon as one-tenth was 
in bloom, even .though the weather was 
bad and the crop spoiled in curing. 
The increased, yield* from succeeding 
cuttings over that cut late much more 
than makes up for the loss of the first 
-crop. 


Successful clover growers the first 


time they try alfalfa often ruin the 
stand, so that it has to be plowed up, 
by waiting "to" cut "until it reaches the 
stage at which clover Is Usually cut. 


The great value of alfalfa is tha-large 


amount'of protein it contains, that ma- 
terial in feed that is absolutely ,neces- 


matfon of blood, ;leau. 


meat and milk; ^The higher the protein 
in alfalfa the~ more valuable the crop. 


Experiments made in three states- 


Kansas, Colorado and Utah—prove that 
alfalfa cut Sn the first bloorn will give 
the greatest yield and feeding value. 
The leaves of alfalfa contain more 
than three times,as much protein as 
the stems, a ton of alfalfa leaves con- 
taining as much /protein as 2,800 
pounds of bran. Every care should be, 
taken in curing alfalfa . to save the 
leaves.

Better Than Nothing. 


The Grave Ia ike Arid 
Low heading or short stump pruning 


has proved by the experience of the 
'oldest grape growers in Utah to be the 
most feasible for that location, and it 
might possibly do !n the warmer val- 
leys of western Colorado like that at 
Grand Junction and Fruita, In the ab- 
sence of dew o,nd moistun; except by 
irrigation the roots hold moisture bet- 
ter when protected by the leaves. The 
grapes do not sunburn so 'bfldly when 


I thus shaded and hanging clos* to the 
i ground. 
By this method the grapes 


ripen earlier with more uniformity and 
when picked are crisp and w^cll color- 


Tomatoes Under Irrigation. 


When possible, run the rows of to- 


matoes east ancl west. This will ex- 
pose every plant to the sun. Tbe to- 
mato requires all the sun it can get 
Tali growing plants, like corn or pole 
beans, should never be planted on the 
south or east of the;tomato patch. In 
field culture mark off the land 4 by 4 
or 5 by 5 feet with a common field 
marker and with a small plow open a 
furrow four or five inches deep. If the 
land is very mellow, as it should be, 
it is well to open the Bills with a.hoe. 
This leaves the land smooth and in 
better condition for the Vveeder, which 
should be used ns eoon as the plants 
are set. Under our Irrigation methods 
it pays well to take -considerable pains 
to make the rows straight and !of equal 
distances apart. Iu a large field it is 
also well to skip, saiy, one row Jn ten, 
which will allow driving through the 
field with a horse In gathering the 
crop.—Denver Field and Farm. :.

The rectot rise in the prices of feed- 


stuffs bas played havoc wltfe the mak- 
ers of milk who are bound by a con- 
tract price, says TTse Breeder's Gazetto. 
It is reported fifom one of tho dairy 
districts near Chicago that a loss of 
nearly 85 cents a can is now suffered 
by th-e farmers who contracted their 
milk for the winter at $1.16 per can, as 
fixed by the Milk Shippers' union. The 
avocation of meat and milk making 
does not ordinarily afford enough profit 
one year with another to enable Its 
followers to recoup the loss of one sea- 
son wltli the profits of a previous or 
subsequent season. The price of living 
had been forced down to so low a ba- 
sis In dttes that the farmer worked on 
a very small margin of profit, and 
hence a* marked advance in the cost of 
hie feedstaffs unaccompanied by a cor- 
responding rise in tho price of his mar- 
keted products cuts cioutt to the bone. 
Relief is possible only through an ad- 
vance in price to the consumer, and it 
should be promptly made. City people 
are for the most part sufficiently pros- 
perous to share with the farmer the 
loss resultant from an abnormally un- 
favorable crop season. In a year of 
great prosperity the merchant and the 
manufacturer can generally lay by a 
surplus against a season of dull trade, 
but the American farmer has for years 
been -working on so close a margin the.*, 
he has not been able to do this except 
In cases which may properly be termed 
exceptional considering the vast num- 
ber in which the opposite 'is true. No 
reason exists why city people, with in- 
creased incomes consequent upon the 
prosperity that is so general in busi- 
ness circles, should fatten on the fann- 
er's loss. They have bad cheap milk 
and cheap meat, and it will not hurt 
them at the present time to enlarge 
their appropriations for these necessi- 
ties of life. 


The Poor COTT. 


Feeding the poor is only collateral to 


wasting fodder in the field, and as it 
is a business axiom that tht; first loss is 
nlways the best it is likely wiser to 
lose the fodder directly than lose: it 
through an unprofitable animal after 
having added the cost of hauling and 
feeding, says W. F. McSparrow in Na- 
tional Stockman.- The cow adds no 
manurial value to the fodder. This is the 
cow also for which no man can afford 
to buy commercial feeds. She is the 
love's labor lost of the dairy. She is 
part of the undertow to the farm. She 
is more of a drain on the farm than the 
everlasting manure pile out "under the 
rain drip." She steals the farmer's la- 
bor and his hope. The much maligned 
mortgage is' insignificant by her side. 
She drives the boy from the farm and 
makes tho girls shy of farmer boys 
matrimonially Inclined. Verily, she is 
a fifteen dollar animal using twenty- 
five dollar feecL^ 


Keep Things Clean. 


You don't know unless .you have 


tried it how it increases a common 
cow's self respect and incidentally her 
milk yield to have a cleun, sweet sta- 
ble to walk into night and mor. ing, to 
be turned into a pasture with succulent 
feed up to her ej^'/and with plenty of 
pure, cool water to drink, to see the 
shepherd dog chained up instead of 
snapping at her heels and to receive 
geiitlo words rather than kicks and 
have the atmosphere free from cuss 
.words at milking time. 


Kindness That Pays. 


In order that a cow may give the

THE TANK HEATER. 


Warm Wfti*r For Cow» !• Cheaper 


TfcM Hl«h Priced Feed;, 


The recent cold map has well dem- 


onstrated the value of • tank heater. 
It would be a tremendous task 'to cal- 
culate the amount of stiff*ring and 
consequent lost to stockman that have 
been caused by water tanks being 
froien over and by stock being obliged 
to drink Ice water after an exasperated 
attendant had broken the ice and fished 
out the big pieces. Water Is one of 
tlie most necessary foods and one of 
which both man and beast take too 
little during cold weather. 
Warming 


the water allows the animal to drink 
a!il it needs and at a time'it is needed 
without being chilled, says the Kansas 
Farmer. 


The temperature of cattle and horses 


is-about 100 degrees F., and this tem- 
perature is maintained by the food, they 
eat, nc.d everything should be done in 
the way of preventing the loss of heat 
by economically supplying an addition- 
al source of heat. 


In 16190, when corn was worth 15 


cents per bushel, some farmers thought 
it more economical to burn corn in 
their stoves than to sell it and buy 
coal, and they were about right, pro- 
vided a ton of corn on the cob would 
yield as much heat as a ton of coal, 
but with corn up to 70 cents it seems 
extravagant to warm stock with it 
when coal is only $3.50 to ?5 a ton. 


The time required to keep tho heater 


burning is very small indeed, depend- 
?0g to some extent on the kind of heat- 
ers. One from which the ashes can be 
taken without flrst letting tbe fire go 
out is preferable. The' heater needs at- 
tention twice daily and need not take 
ove? seven or eight minutes each time. 


Six of these heaters,. representing 


four different makes, were started at 
the experiment station Dec. 10. Ono 
'of them has burned constantly ever 
since. The others have tmd to be re- 
kindled after each cleaning of the ash- 
en. One of the tanks was of galvanized 
iron, and this radiated heat so fast that 
it .was frozen over during the coldest 
weather. The others were of wood and 
did not freeze. 


During tho warmer weather of the 


latter part of December the fires were 
kept burning, and we found that-they 
could be regulated so as not to over- 
lieat the water and keep the cbill off 
and be ready for sudden changes.

Cucumber and cantaloupe vines are 


troubled in midsummer with a small 
plant louse, living in large numbers OH 
the under surfaces of! tlie leaves. As a 
result of the injury these curl up, 
cease to grow and bear finally an ab- 
normal color, the whole plant at length 
dying, it may be. The very young 
plants are not likely to suffer, but from 
the time'the trailing stems are from a 
foot and a half to five feet long 'the 
injury is continuous, arid piatits of 
large size often succumb to the fnjury. 


The melon aphis is a puncturing in- 


sect like the squash bug, but unlike 
the latter its puncture is not followed 
by wilting of the leaves. The injury 
seems to be simply the result of the re- 
moval of sap by hundreds of small 
lice, thus causing' a general cnfeeble- 
rnent.

Bordeaux mixture and london ppr-

Two fluids which I have found most 


effective for aphides are tobacco decoc- 
tion and coa.l oil emulsion. As com- 
monly prepared from tobacco" stems" 
the decoction is likely to vary widely 
in "strength" and effectiveness. As an 
insecticide ft is dependent on the quan- 
tity of nicotine it contains and to some 
extent on the oily matter extracted by 
the hot water used in making the de- 
coction. The very best one can get is 
not likely to destroy all the aphides at 
the first spraying. Protected as they 
are when on cucumbers and melons 
under the leaves, these must be turned 
up so that the fluid will reach the un- 
der surfaces, and it la very difficult to 
reach every singile aphis of the thon- 
eands present.

Tlie first brood of the chinch bag is 


normally, developed io wheat load, for 
the simple reason that when the chinch 
bug take* its luring 'flight wheat Is the 
growing crop which Is" most, likely to 
Attract it. The wheat crop* matnres 
and is harvested, as a rule, Before the . 
first brood of bugs, has reached1 ma- 
turity or at about the time they are en- 
tering' the. : adult stage. The\ripening 
and harvesting of the,grajn deprive 
'them of food and induce a migration, 
and the youug, half grown and adult 
insects start off together, apparently 
with a common impulse, abandoning 
ttie wheatflelds and attaeklng^any, near- 
by corntield or grassfield. Their trav- 
els, while commonly much jess, may 
.extend to a distance of a quarter of a 
mile or more,, and, .as a rule, under 
these circumstances 'the bngs are nu- 
merous enough to completely carpet the 
ground. Entering a field of corn, they 
congregate on the' outer rows first, fair- 
ly blackening the stalks with* their 
bodies and absolutely killing, the corn 
as they move inward. As a rule, the 
serious damage is on the edge of the 
cornfields, sometimes, however, extend- 
ing inward several rods. 
s 


If this midsummer migration is not 


induced by the harvesting of grain or 
where the chinch bugs develop in oth- 
er situations, their reaching maturity 
is immediately followed by midsummer 
flight to corn or millet or other crop. 


Curiously enough, ; In the migration 


above noted the winged individuals as 
well as the .wingless all crawl together 
on the ground, and flight seems never 
to be attempted on the part of the 
•dult. 
The second brood, maturing 


about the last. of August and flrst of 
September, may have a partial flight to

The Grape IB the Arid 
Low heading or short stump pruning 


has proved by the experience of the 
oldest grape .growers in Utah to be the 
most feasible- for that location, and It 
might possibiy do in the warmer val- 
leys of western Colorado like that at 
Grand Junction and Fruita. In the ab- 
sence of dew and moisture except by 
irrigation the roots hold moisture bet- 
ter when protected by the leaves. The 
grapsa do not sunburn so badly when 
thus shaded and hanging closjjf? to the 
ground. 
By this method the grapes 


ripen earlier with more uniformity and 
when picked are crisp and Wtoll color- 
ed. Sometimes, usually in the aionth of 
July, according to the season, before 
the vines commence to harden, the 
canes should be pinched back to within 
18 inches of the main stock, thus 
throwing the vitality back into the root 
and fruit instead "of going to the vine. 
Water should be used quite freely the 
first two years after planting the ten- 
der varieties in order to give them a 
good start. After that they need 


Tomatoea Under Vrr!«-*tloa. 


When possible, run the rows of to- 


matoes east and west.. This will ex- 
pose every plant to the sun. The to- 
mato requires all the sun it can get. 
Tall growing plants, like corn or pole 
beans, should never be planted on the 
south or east of the tomato patch. In 
field culture mark off the land 4 by 4 
or 5 by 5 feet with a common field 
marker and with a small plow open a 
furrow four or five inches deep. If the 
land is very mellow, as it should be, 
it is well to open ibe hills with a,hoe. 
This leaves the land smooth ar^d in 
better condition for the weeder, which 
should be used as soon as the plants 
are set. Under our irrigation methods 
it pays well to take considerable pains 
to make tbe rows straight and iof equal 
distances apart. In a large field It is 
also well to skip, say, one row in ten, 
which will allow driving through the 
field witli a horso in gathering-the 
crop.—Denver Field and Farm. ,.

any. A man will be perfectly willing to 
be guided by, the menu, the waiter, or a 
companion at any time from noon until 
bedtime, but in the morning the individ- 
ual is himself entirely. We have one 
man here whose breakfast lour mornings 
in the week consists of a double portion 
of colery, a, pint of champagne f rapped, 
and a cup of cocoa. I won't tell you his 
name, for obvious reasons, but he is well 
known in Broad 'and Wall strtets. Of 
course this breakfast; "can only be possi- 
ble, from. the. time celery is fri season. 
What lii's breakfasts are in summer I 
•cannot tell; because he lives on a yaeh't 
•during"the hot weather. 


"There is another' mail who comes in 


here for his 
breakfast 
three or\four 


times a week, and you will agree with 
me that his meals is a remarkable mix- 
ture. He is what would be termed a 
good 
old rounder, and frequently 
re- 


marks to the waiter that he has a very 
delicate stomach. In the morning he or- 
ders cold clams, hot'minced red peppers 
on sliced e.o.ld potatoes. lie generally 
tops this .off with ti b6ttle of.ginger ale. 
I thought these two breakfasts were 
about as queer as anything one 'could 
easily imagine,-but- they were entirely 
surpassed by a man who started coining 
here a couple of weeks ago, who every 
morning after he has been out the night 
before orders ice cream and beer and a 
double portion of black eofFce.T 


Philip, who is known to every patron 


of Delmonico's, has a. number of men to 
look after in the course of the morning, 
whose tastes in breakfast arc unconven- 
tional. There is one man who has been 
living at Delmonico's for years whose 
breakfast three or four 'times a week

Tom Gay oi" the .1'ifth Avenue hotel, 


has a patron whose family connections 
reach into the furthermost corners of 
Now England. When the man is in the 
ciiy Gay has to see to it that he, gets 
i,\o particularly prime fresh eggs and a, 
fried mixture erf mush, apples and pork, 
which is uonsumed in large quantities 
at breakfast. Gay also has a patron who. 
requires for his breakfast every morning, 
four or five mornings successively, eight 
prime, fresh eggs, scrambled, which he 
consumes with as much ease as milady 
\vould one ,tiny egg. They are usually 
washed down with three, bottles of aper- 
ient wat'«r. Another patron, who is 
from the west, has a breakfast 
every 


day in the year consisting of two tender- 
loin steaks and a quart of stout. 


A German occasionally stops at the- 


Fifth Avenue hotel whose breakfast in- 
variably consists of cold sliced ham and 
Rhine.wine. 


Louis Oims, the" head 
waiter at the 


Hon'man house, has to look after a few 
eustomtTft whose tastes for breakfast are 
queer, to say the least. One of them us- 
uallv orders a double portion of hot 
cakes with vinegar sauce; this sauce is a 
unique, uoncoetion in itself, and is made 
up of vinegar, ogprs, sherry wine and ma- 
ple sugar.

Calistoga, Cal., Feb. 18, 1902. 


Mrs. Sands M. Hart: 


My Dear, Dear Friend:—How can I 


talk to you about your terrible trouble, 
the news of which has doubtless readied 
you ere this, as the dispatch was sent 
before I arrived. I drove furiously, but 
was too late, as was also the doctor 
from Calistoga, who was sent out 
at 


onca. 
, Aa near as I can get at the truth, 
Lucius was standing talking to two 
young men and scraping his feet on the 
graas to remove the mud, and must have 
struck the haminur with his :foot, for 
'suddenly the gun went off, the 
whole 


charge entering the right ride a.nd rang- 
ing upward through the 
lungs. None 


of the shot came out, bufc crushed 
the 


riba and filled the lungs. They laid him 
down and while one supported his head., 
the other riished for help. As it was up 
on the hill, much time was consumed. 


His first words were "O, ray mother.'* 


He knew he could not live and prayed 
over and over that he might go quickly. 
Almost his last 
words were "Into thy 


hantis, 0 Lord, I commend my spirit." 
Then, as consciousness left him, they 
could hear him say broken words, but 
a]] they could distinguish was '''Jesus." 


Just now I cannot tell you of the 


great grief 
of this neighborhood, as 


yours is so much greater, but it should 
comfort you to know of the esteem and 
affection with which these rough men 
regarded him. His influence over them 
has been so fine that it can never be 
forgotten. 
They crowded around him 


and sobbed in abandonment of brief, for 
tho time he was lingering. It was but 
one hour and forty minutes 
from 
the 


accident until he breathed his last and 
half of the time he was unconscious, so 
we arc glad his sufferings were not long. 
They brought him down to the 
house 


and we are now waiting for the coroner. 
I shall have the body embalmed without 
waiting for directions from you, as 
I 


know of course you .will want it clone. 


If it were not thnt my sister i=i sick, I 


should go back with him. As it is. I 
dare not leave Edith, and am hoping ~Mr. 
Elmer Hart may go. They sent him a 
dispatch before i 
CM me., also one to Mr. 


Hopkins, of whom they had heard Lu- 
cius speak, rather than direct to you. 


Lucius, in his other accident, begged 


me not to alarm his father and yon, as 
he feared serious consequences, a'nd they 
tried

loved you all so much., that

had never met you, T should have felt 
acquainted from 
hearing him talk of 


you. 


That last nice 
lone letter from 


father made him so happy and 
says he got word from 
some one that 


yon and his father were coming out 
next month and was so radiantly happy 
over it. His was one of the rarest, 
sweetest natures I have ever known, so 
gentle and true, so'unsflfish and gencr 
ous, so tender and helpful. 
My little 


nephew's highest ambition is to grow up 
to be as good a man as Lucius." Indeed, 
he was an example to afl of us. All 
ol 


us will feel 
our lives enriched and cn- 


aoWed from hiving 
known him. His 


life was short, but full of beautiful les- 
sons in patience and unselfishness, for 
every one with whom he came in con- 
tact.
